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Woman, 53, 
rescued in 
flat fire alert 


A WOMAN was rescued from 
her smoke-filled flat in New¬ 
market by firefighters on Mon¬ 
day night. 

Dawn Welsh, 53, who lives on 
George Lambton Avenue, had 
fallen asleep after leaving her 
oven turned on. 

Three fire crews were sent to 
the block of flats after smoke 
alarms went off, alerting 
neighbours. 

Firefighters tried breaking 
down the door to Ms Welsh’s 
flat before managing to get in 
to rescue her. 

Three fire crews, two from 
Newmarket and one from Bur- 
well, attended the incident at 
1.30am. 

Neighbour Robert Jack, 27, 
said his young daughter woke 
him up in the early hours of the 
morning after she heard the 
smoke alarms.

He said he, his partner and 
daughter left the building but 
added firefighters made sure 
all residents were evacuated. 

He was very impressed by 
the actions of the firefighters. 
“They were brilliant,” he said. 
“How quickly they got here and 
how quickly they got in.” 

The smoke caused by the 
oven set off Ms Welsh’s fire 
alarms. 

This alerted neighbours, 
who called Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service. 

Ms Welsh, who is retired, was 
assessed and treated after be¬ 
ing led to safety. She was not 
taken to hospital. 

The incident was also at¬ 
tended by two ambulances, an 
ambulance officer and the haz¬ 
ardous area response team. 


Upstairs neighbour Shan¬ 
non Taylor, 45, said she was left 
shaken by the incident. 

She said: “There’s an 
82-year-old man at the top 
who wouldn’t have been able 
to get out.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk Fire 
and Rescue Service said: “The 
most effective way to save lives 
and reduce injuries is to re¬ 
duce the number of incidents 
that happen in the first place. 

“At home or outdoors, your 
family is potentially at risk, 
not just from fire, but other 
hazards too. The safety of your 
family should always come 
first.” 

He said it was important 
to get out of the building as 
quickly as possible, crawling 
along the floor to avoid smoke, 
and to call 999 as soon as pos¬ 
sible in an emergency.

Vote on plans 
to protect site

COUNCIFFORS were due 
to decide last night on in¬ 
troducing measures to 
safeguard the Queensbury 
Fodge site. 

The site, on the High Street 
in Newmarket, has been the 
subject of long controversy. 

The land has fallen into 
disrepair despite applica¬ 
tions to turn it into a super¬ 
market and an old people’s 
home. 

The cabinet of For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC) was due to vote 
last night on proposals for a 
compulsory purchase order 
so the site, which is a listed, 
could be bought 

The cabinet was also due 
to vote on proposals to issue 
an urgent works notice and 
a repairs notice. 

These notices would re¬ 
quire the owner of the site, 
Bill Gredley of Unex inves¬ 
tors and developers, to carry 
out work necessary to pre¬ 
serve the building. 

This could include keep¬ 
ing the building weather 
tight, safe from collapse,

and secure from vandalism 
and theft. 

If Mr Gredley did not com¬ 
plete the repairs within two 
months, FHDC would be 
able to complete compul¬ 
sory purchase proceedings, 
enabling it to buy the build¬ 
ing. 

At a meeting on Monday 
night, the Development 
and Planning Committee of 
Newmarket Town Council 
voted unanimously in fa¬ 
vour of the proposals. 

Mayor of Newmarket Ra¬ 
chel Hood said at the meet¬ 


ing: “At last Forest Heath is 
making a serious effort to do 
something about Queens¬ 
bury Fodge. 

“If there is any way we can 
support this I think it would 
be a good idea. 

“This is a huge thing for 
the town. It would be good 
for Forest Heath to know 
that we are behind them.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst took 
the draft minutes from the 
committee meeting to the 
FHDC cabinet meeting last 
night so councillors would 
know that the committee 
supported the plans. 

He said yesterday: “The 
aim is to come to a resolu¬ 
tion with Mr Gredley to de¬ 
velop the site so it looks a 
more attractive entrance to 
Newmarket.”

A SCHOOL in Mildenhall is set to get 
a slice of £2 billion in Government 
funding to repair or rebuild its build¬ 
ings. 

Mildenhall College Academy is 
one of 277 schools across the UK 
which will be given cash from the 
government’s Priority School Build¬ 
ing Programme. 

A total of 39 schools have been se¬ 
lected for funding as part of the pro¬ 
ject in the east of England, which, in 
Suffolk, also includes Samuel Ward 
Academy in Haverhill. 

It is hoped that the Priority School 
Building Programme will mean that 
schools can be rebuilt “faster and 
cheaper” than under previous initia¬ 
tives. 

Mildenhall College Academy is 
also part of the Mildenhall Hub 
group, a concept which was said to 
have potential to “put Mildenhall on 
the map” last year. 

The £59 million hub aims to bring 
services including the school, health 
and leisure services, the fire service, 
council officers and the Citizens’ Ad¬ 
vice Bureau together on one site by 
2018 in order to cut the costs of hav¬ 


ing separate buildings over the next 
25 years. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of Forest 
Heath District Council said: “We are 
delighted that Mildenhall College 
Academy has been successful in bid¬ 
ding for this funding. 

“Education is central to our vision 
for the Mildenhall Hub, bringing to¬ 
gether public and voluntary services 
on to one, possibly two sites, saving 
more than 50 per cent in our collec¬ 
tive running costs and radically im¬ 
proving services. 


“Key to that vision is the individual 
partners bidding for, and securing, 
additional funding to put towards 
the build costs, and it is great to see 
that the academy has set the ball 
rolling for this exciting, evolutionary, 
landmark project.”

Driver reached 116mph 
speeds on Newmarket A14 


TWO of the fastest speeding 
drivers in Suffolk were spot¬ 
ted on the A14 at Newmar¬ 
ket - going almost 50mph 
over the speed limit, it has 
been revealed. 

Last year, one driver was 
spotted travelling at 116 
miles per hour on the 70mph 
carriageway, while the other 
driver was snapped travel¬ 
ling at 114mph. 

The shocking figures have 
prompted a plea from Chief 
Inspector Chris Spinks, 
head of the Suffolk Roads 
Policing Unit, for people to 
stick to the speed limit. 

He said: “Speeding is rec¬ 
ognised as one of the ‘fatal 
four’ offences which leads 
to people being killed or se¬ 
riously injured on our roads 
alongside drink driving, 
using a mobile phone and 
seatbelt offences. Drivers 
who speed are more likely 
to be involved in a collision 
because they have less time 
to react to situations. 

“The limits are in place for 
a reason, to reduce casual-

ties and keep the roads safe 
for everyone.” 

Suffolk Constabulary re¬ 
leased the figures after a re¬ 
quest by the Institute of Ad¬ 
vanced Motorists, searching 
its central ticket office sys¬ 
tem, which recorded all 
speeding offences in 2014. 

The two worst speeds na¬ 
tionally were on the M25 at 
146mph. 

Chief executive officer of 
the IAM, Sarah Sillers, said: 
“It is disheartening to say 
the least that some road us¬ 
ers are showing such disre¬ 
gard for safety. 

“These individuals are 
playing with their own lives 
and others - they are all ac¬ 
cidents waiting to happen 
and it requires a major shift 
in the attitudes of these peo¬ 
ple to think about safety.” 

The other highest in Suf¬ 
folk were on the A140 at 
Coddenham where driv¬ 
ers went at 119, 115, and 
114mph on the 50mph road.

Ideas for station 

I AGREE that Newmarket rail station 
appears neglected (Newmarket 
News, February 11) and is a 
poor advertisement for the town. 
Can you imagine an executive 
delegation or royalty visiting 'Royal 
Newmarket' by train? I think 
not. While some maintenance 
issues at the existing station are 
apparent, no doubt Network Rail 
and Abellio Greater Anglia are 
well aware of financial constraints 
for improvement. The location 
with only an hourly local service 
between Ipswich and Cambridge 
makes it unlikely to warrant the 
facilities of a staffed station, with 
ticket and enquiry offices, enclosed 
waiting areas and cafes, etc. 

What could be done to improve the 
facilities? My view is that outside 
investment is needed, such as 
sponsorship by the horseracing 
business. However, this may not 
make commercial sense, as only a 
fraction of visitors arriving for race 
meetings now come by train. What 
it would do is showcase Newmarket 
as a desirable destination to visit 
and stay. A knock-on benefit 
is making the station more 
attractive for residents, whether 
as commuters, leisure or business 
travellers. 

In the short term, extending the 
station car park should be a priority. 
It is free parking now, but the 
entrance and spaces are cramped, 
forcing some drivers to park in 
the adjacent road. Unfortunately, 
introduction of parking charges 
would considerably increase 
roadway parking. 

On the platform, any enclosed 
waiting rooms or wall partitions 
could cause passenger safety 
problems and vandalism. An 
improvement on the existing 
utility waiting shelters would be a 
reproduction cast iron and glass 
canopy, with only posts connecting 
to ground level. This could be 
extended to the edge of the car 
park, to avoid getting soaked in 
adverse weather. Expensive? 
Certainly, but with better signage, 
lighting and preferably CCTV, 


visitors might be impressed that 
they have arrived in the interesting 
and attractive town of Newmarket. 
Wishful thinking perhaps, but if 
nothing is done, the station will 
remain just a halt on a branch line.

We need to discourage empty 
commercial property and promote 
occupancy, by financial assistance if 
necessary. 

We need Hatchfield, because 
we need the affordable housing 
(30%) and the 1.51 hectares 
of land offered for the school, 
not to mention a raft of section 
106 money for infrastructure. 
Hatchfield will actually be a good 
thing for racing attendance, housing 
for staff and the footfall good for the 
High Street. 


We need better provision for the 
elderly and more childcare places; 
many mums and dads both work 
these days; Hatchfield will help 
provide these, through people 
being childminders and section 106 
money. 

The dualling of the A11 puts 
Newmarket in a logistically strategic 
place; if we can upgrade the 
train service and station and the 
A14, Newmarket is on the way 
to everywhere. Felixstowe port is 
also to be upgraded, so things are 
looking up. 

If the horse racing museum brings 
in 40-50,000 visitors a year, there 
are 120 homes being built in Exning 
and 500 in Burwell, Kentford has 
over 180 on the books and 475 in 
Red Lodge so the town is going to 
have plenty of footfall for shops - all 
year round. 

Newmarket needs a business centre 
equipped to tap into Cambridge's 
markets of IT, biotech, chemical 
and pharmaceutical industries - to 
create jobs locally with aspirational 
salaries. Newmarket's night time 
economy is still important; so is 
racing - we love it too. 

If we need more police for a busier 
town, then let's have more - and an 
out-of-hours doctors service can be 
justified too 

Horse walks and parking are going 
to need a bit of a rethink and buses 
will be needed more. 

All residents are welcome to 
stay in Newmarket and create a 
"people and horses in harmony" 
town. We can have multiple 
industries, keep racing and have 
tourists and racegoers. West Suffolk 
Independents see this as the way 
forward. 

(We have other views on 
Mildenhall, Lakenheath and 
Brandon as they are very different 
and are facing other issues and 
opportunities but - as a councillor 
for Exning - I would not presume 
to dictate to other areas what they 
should do.) 

Whoever becomes MP for West 
Suffolk, West Suffolk Independents 
believe that local issues should be 
addressed by local people without 
the interference of party politics or 
"people/friends" in Westminster. 


On May 7 in the town and district 
council elections residents have the 
chance to vote if they agree.

Parking needs 

M R Slater (letters, February 11) 
has some interesting suggestions to 
improve Newmarket. 

The plans for the Home of 
Horseracing Centre show some 
retail units which could conceivably 
satisfy his wish for an undercover 
market; equally, if development 
of Queensbury Lodge is allowed, 
this too could afford some retail 
space: both sites could be open 
for business all year round, the 
Tuesday and Saturday markets 
could conceivably return to the 
High Street - unless they are 
baulked by horse statues. 

I am not so sure about his 
suggestion to do away with the 
bays in (and widen) the High Street. 
To my mind parking here should 
be limited to disabled, delivery 
vehicles and (limited) taxi ranks. 

Ad lib parking and a wider street 
could lead to increased speeds and 
greater safety risks. What needs 
to be avoided, I feel, are hold ups 
being caused by drivers seeking 
parking spaces and double parking 
because delivery vehicles are 
blocked from using bays by illegally 
parked cars. 

Using the market car park for an 
undercover market must mean 
that alternative parking would 
be required; I am not sure that 
increasing the multi-storey would 
be practical or aesthetically 
pleasing. However, I do believe 
there are possible town centre 
sites which could be used for the 
car parking that will be required if 
the Home of Horseracing Centre 
attracts the number of visitors 
it seeks - and requires - and 
Newmarket attracts the trade it 
needs in order to survive and 
prosper.

ALTHOUGH the numbers at¬ 
tending last week’s special pub¬ 
lic meeting, called in the Jubi¬ 
lee Centre by Mildenhall parish 
councillors to discuss highways 
matters, were not as large as per¬ 
haps had been hoped, there was 
still enough discussion and points 
made among the groups — all of 


which have been noted for future 
reference — to make the hour and 
a half-long session worthwhile. 

Refreshments were available 
while visitors studied maps and 
charts, on which were shown are¬ 
as within the parish where specific 
problems are already well-known. 

Cllr Dr Richard Greenfield, 
chairman of the council’s High¬ 
ways Strategy Group, opened the 
business part of the evening with 
a clear explanation of work which 
has been done to date. 

This included the parish-wide 


survey of road problems by the 
group of seven, including poor or 
non-existent road markings and 
the need for changes to or addi¬ 
tional road crossings in the town 
centre and in areas like West Row. 

The majority of the members of 
the Highways Strategy group were 
on hand to collate or add infor¬ 
mation to the table groups, with 
the latter’s comments being writ¬ 
ten down on large sheets. 

Discussion on these points was 
due to be held on Tuesday of this 
week, when the committee mem¬ 


bers were consolidating the vari¬ 
ous views before their planned 
meeting with county and district 
councillors, the Suffolk Constabu¬ 
lary and Suffolk County Highways 
officers in March. 

From this it is hoped to get 
agreement on what is needed to 
improve the highways situation in 
the parish which has, particularly 
of late, brought many complaints 
by the public, not least during the 
regular “Meet Your Councillor” 
sessions and even in parish coun¬ 
cil meetings.

Fraudster falsely claimed 
nearly £18,000 in benefits 


Man tried 
to hide 
in bushes 

A MAN hid in bushes from 
police. 

Lukasz Szabat, of Qua 
Fen Common, Soham, ran 
away from police and hid 
in the bushes after driving 
without insurance or an 
MOT on October 30. 

At Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court, Szabat 
pleaded guilty to using a 
motor vehicle on a road 
without insurance and a 
valid test certificate. 

The 21-year-old told 
the court, through an 
interpreter, he was tak¬ 
ing the Volkswagon Polo 
to a petrol station when 
he was stopped on Ford- 
ham Road. He said he was 
working on the damaged 
car ahead of the MOT. 

The Soham resident, 
who has a Polish driv¬ 
ing licence and passport, 
asked the judge to consid¬ 
er his need for a car for his 
job. But district judge Ken 
Sheraton felt the offence 
was “serious” - especially 
with defective brakes. 

Szabat was disquali¬ 
fied from driving for three 
months, given a £150 fine, 
£85 in costs and a £20 sur¬ 
charge. 


A WOMAN falsely claimed 
almost £18,000 in benefits 
after failing to declare to au¬ 
thorities that her husband 
was living with her. 

Nicola Sinclaire, of George 
Lambton Avenue, Newmar¬ 
ket, appeared at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday charged with 
failing to notify a change in 
circumstances for housing 
and council tax benefits, as 
well as fobseekers Allowance 
and employment and sup¬ 
port allowance. 

The 36-year-old had 
falsely claimed £9,233.77 in 
housing benefit, £1,533.19 
in council tax benefit, and 
£6,963.80 in fobseekers Al¬ 
lowance and employment 
and support allowance from 
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the Department ofWork and 
Pensions between Decem¬ 
ber 21, 2012, and October 3, 
2014. 

In total, Sinclaire had 
falsely claimed £17,730.76 
when she failed to declare 
that her husband, Richard 
Sinclaire, was living at her 
home with her. 

Instead, she claimed ben¬ 
efits as a “lone parent”, For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
said. 

On Monday afternoon 
Sinclaire was sentenced to 
150 hours of unpaid work, 
pay a victim surcharge of 
£60 and costs of £575. 


Cllr Stephen Edwards, 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for re¬ 
sources, governance and 
performance, said: “Money 
lost to benefit cheats is 
money that is supposed to 
be spent on you and on ser¬ 
vices provided to others. 

“The council takes its re¬ 
sponsibility to ensure that 
payments are made only to 
those who are actually en¬ 
titled to receive them very 
seriously.

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Town pays tribute to 
popular councillor

GEOFFREY Jaggard - one of 
Newmarket’s leading commu¬ 
nity figures and former mayor 
- has died aged 75. 

Mr Jaggard died in hospital in 
the early hours of last Wednes¬ 
day after a period of illness. 

Tom Jaggard, Geoffrey’s son, 
paid tribute to his father, who he 
said was a “humble and quiet” 
man. 

He told the News : “He was 
quite solid and dependent. He 
was someone that you wouldn’t 
really think about their presence 
because he was always there. 

“He was a steady presence on 
the council and it was not until 
he was gone that people realised 
what he got up to. 

“He was proud of his achieve¬ 
ments but never talked about it. 
Him becoming the mayor was 
his last big thing to do.” 

Mr Jaggard also spent a period 
caring for his late wife, Dorothy, 
who suffered with Alzheimers, 
during his time as mayor in 
2013. 

He also had two grandchil¬ 
dren, Oliver and Charlotte, who 
he enjoyed spending time with. 

Tom added: “He really en¬ 
joyed getting updates on what 
they had been up to. That was a 
comfort for him in his last days. 
He was always geared up by 
what the kids had been up to or 
what trouble they had been in. 

“For me, he was always there 
and someone to talk to and take 
advice from. As the days go by 
we miss more that sort of pres¬ 
ence that he was always there. 

“He would always support me 
and we are all sad he’s not here 
anymore.” 

Mr Jaggard was a long stand¬ 
ing member of the congregation 
at All Saints Church. 

The Rev Max Osborne paid 
tribute to him. He said: “Geof¬ 
frey was a man of deep integ¬ 
rity who cared for the common 
good. I think he was, from a now 
all too rare, stream of men and 
women that have been the back¬ 
bone of British society through 
the generations. 

“That hard work and enter¬ 
prise was always grounded on a 


bedrock of faith and a strong 
protestant work ethic. 

“He was generous in spirit 
and deeply compassionate. He 
held to his principles even when 
criticised, challenged or misun¬ 
derstood. 

“He was not only a colleague 
but a good personal friend. On 
the last occasion I saw him he 
said that he was looking forward 


to being reunited with his be¬ 
loved Dorothy. We will all miss 
him.” 

Mr Jaggard was both a town 
and district councillor in New¬ 
market, at one point leading the 
district council, and was on the 
town council from near the be¬ 
ginning. 

Cllr Robin Millar, who is a dis¬ 
trict councillor for Newmarket’s 


All Saints ward, said: “Geoffrey 
was a dear friend of mine. 

“I first met him in 2000. He 
was a very warm and generous 
person. He was quite a private 
man but he was so effective in 
everything he did. 

“He did so much for Newmar¬ 
ket and the town will not be the 
same without him. He will be 
sadly missed.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood, the cur¬ 
rent Mayor of Newmarket, said: 
“Cllr Jaggard was a very well re¬ 
spected and popular member of 
our community and for many 
years worked tirelessly at the 
town council on behalf of our 
residents and his ward mem¬ 
bers.

Give farmers 
tax relief for 
flood defence 

FARMERS and landowners who 
protect themselves against flood¬ 
ing should be given a tax break, a 
Newmarket-based organisation 
has said. 

The CLA said that Chancellor 
George Osborne has not gone far 
enough in plans for businesses to 
receive tax relief who part-fund 
Government-led flood defences. 

The organisation says the pro¬ 
posals are “far too restrictive” and 
would have a “detrimental im¬ 
pact” on the speed that defences 
could be put up.

“The CLA will continue to press 
Ministers to rethink their current 
proposal and not miss this op¬ 
portunity to make a substantial 
difference to the speed at which 
we get the flood defences we need 
in place not just across the region, 
but the country too.”

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When Les Gibson and 
Jean Baty were school 
friends, they never 
dreamed that they’d 
fall in love - more than 
50 years later. They tell 
EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 
their story. 


F you didn't know any better, you'd swear 
they'd been together for years. Tucked up 
together on the sofa, Les Gibson and Jean Baty 
finish each other's sentences, laugh easily and just 
seem to exude happiness. It's heart-warming stuff. 

But although it's true that they've known each 
other since childhood - Les, who's 73, and Jean, 
72, first met back in the early 1950s - they've 
only become a couple within the last five years, 
after decades apart. And it's only thanks to a 
series of coincidences, both happy and sad, that 
they've finally been brought together. 

Growing up in Tynemouth on the 
Northumbrian coast, Les and Jean went to their 
local grammar, Tynemouth High School, aged 11. 
Both keen on the sciences, they were put in the 
same class after the first year, "and we were in the 
same class right until the end of sixth form," says 
Jean. "At that time we were just pals. We just got 


on well from when we first met each other, along 
with the whole group we were in. It was a very 
happy, mixed group." 

What did they like about each other? They 
exchange glances and laugh. "Tricky one, that!" 
says Jean. "We always had a similar sense of 
humour, and we were both very sporty, so we had 
a lot to chat about." But at the time there was no 
hint of a romance? "No," she says. "In fact my 
closest friend from primary school, Eileen, was 
part of the same group, and Les and Eileen were 
pretty firm at a young age." 

"We did go to the pictures," says Les. Aha! 

"Yes, we'd had a date when we were about 1 7," 
agrees Jean, and shyly admits that they shared 
a kiss: "Of course we did, yes! But I think we 
decided we were better off being friends at that 
stage. We just didn't follow it up." 

After school, they headed off to university: Les 


to Newcastle, Jean to Keele. It was here that she 
started going out with Dave, another classmate 
- and, by coincidence, Les's best friend from 
school. They eventually married and went on to 
have three children, now 50, 48 
and 44. 

Jean and her family moved to Dundee, where 
Dave lectured at the University Medical School. 
Jean soon joined the same department and they 
both worked there for many years. "Dave and 
I often wondered how Les was doing, but we 
didn't get in touch," she says. "It's not like today, 
with Facebook and everything..." 

Meanwhile Les became an A-level maths and 
physics teacher, "and I enjoyed it, I really did," he 
says, "but I only did it for three years because the 
pay was awful!" 

After spotting an advertisement for education 
officers in the RAF ("the pay was twice as much") 


he applied, and quickly switched from education 
to air crew, becoming a navigator for the next 30 
years. While based at RAF Laarbruch in Germany, 
Les met Pam, the daughter of an air traffic 
controller. They married when he was 29 and had 
two daughters, Angela, now 42, and Sasha, 39. 

Les and Pam settled in Grafham, where he still 
lives, unaware that Jean's brother lived just a few 
miles down the road in St Neots, "and we used 
to come down from Scotland to visit him, not 
knowing that Les was in the area," says Jean. 

In fact Les and Jean didn't see each other 
again until 2002, when Jean's friend organised a 
reunion at their old school. "We were both flirting 
madly with each other, is the truth," she laughs. 
"Jean was - I wasn't!" protests Les. 

"Your mum had died," continues Jean, "and 
you'd been emptying her house, and you came 
in with this 1930s fox fur with a fox's head on

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it, remember?" ("I wasn't wearing it!" adds Les, 
quickly). 

"I tried it on, just being daft, and we just had 
a lot of laughs. Here," says Jean, showing me a 
photograph in a brochure from the day. "It was 
the whole gang of us again, and we all got on so 
well. 

"Les invited Dave down to play golf, because 
Dave and I were keen golfers, but it was a long 
way to come down from Dundee for a game of 
golf! We didn't ever get round to it." 

For both couples, life went on. Jean and Dave 
retired, "and Dave's parents became ill, so we 
moved back down to the north-east to care 
for them. Dave's father died, his mum went 
into a home, and we decided to move into the 
bungalow where he'd been brought up, in what 
had been their house. 

"And unfortunately 15 months after we moved 
down, Dave was diagnosed with inoperable 
bowel cancer." 18 months later, in 2007, he 
passed away. "It was horrendous," says Jean 
quietly. 

"I ended up looking after my mum-in-law, who 
had dementia, and I had to stay there without 
Dave. I had school friends I'd picked up with, 
and I made a life for myself, but it wasn't what 
we'd expected when we moved back home." 

By sad coincidence, just a year later Les went 
through something distressingly similar. "I was 
playing golf one day at Brampton, and Pam 
had gone to the hospital - she'd been having 
problems with gallstones, and she went for an 
examination of some sort - and they rang the golf 
club and said 'Can you come to the hospital?"' 

Les hurried to Hinchingbrooke, "and the nurse 
took me to one side and said 'We've done an 
X-ray of your wife and she's got a growth inside 
her, and it looks like a tumour'." 

It was. Pam had advanced kidney cancer, and 
had to have a painful operation at Papworth: 
"They had to stop her heart, open her chest up to 
take the kidney out. She was very, very ill. 

"Eventually she recovered enough to come 
home," continues Les. "I used to teach at the 
prison, at Littlehey, so I had to stop working 
to look after her. And she went downhill fairly 
uickly; she was diagnosed in April 2008 and 
ied in the December. It was very sad, obviously. 
My children still haven't got over it. 

"Shortly after she died, a good friend said 'Les, 
you must look in Pam's briefcase, there's a letter 
for you'. And sure enough, there was a package 
in there: letters for me, Sasha and Angela. In that 
letter she said 'I don't want you to be lonely, Les. 
Find somebody'. She'd written them shortly after 
she was diagnosed, so she obviously realised that 
she was going to die. They were very moving 
letters." 

Two years later, Les was sitting at home one 
night, "bored to tears and lonely as hell. I was 
looking through this thing," he says, picking up 
the brochure again. 

"It had a list of attendees from the reunion, 
and I went through it to see who I knew. Most of 
them didn't have any contact information, but 
there was one girl, Janet, whose phone number 
was in here. So I rang her, just to talk. 


"We spoke for a while, and she said 'Did 
you know that Dave had died?' And I said 'No, 

I didn't'. And she gave me Jean's telephone 
number, which wasn't in there. So I rang Jean the 
next day, and she wasn't in. I left a message on 
the answerphone." 

It wasn't until "several days later" that Jean 
rang back. They talked, they got on well, and 
they ended up speaking many times on the 
telephone. Before long, sparks began to fly down 
the line. 

"After a while she said 'You must come up'," 
says Les. "She was living in the house that Dave 
lived in when I was going to school with them, 
and I used to go to that house on a Saturday 
night to play cards in his bedroom! Eventually, 
after lots of um-ing and ah-ing I said OK, I'll 
come up - and she welcomed me with open 
arms." 

"We fell into each others arms, really, didn't 
we?" says Jean. "It was just lovely to see him 
again. 

"You can't describe the loneliness after you've 
lost someone from a happy marriage," she adds. 
"Les had been married 40 years and I'd been 
married over 40 years. You just get on, but you 
can't describe it. 

"I wasn't looking for anybody, and Les just 
wanted company, and just to meet somebody 
and find you had a lot in common and laughed 
at similar things - it was just lovely." 

Did it feel like fate? "Yes, very much so," says 
Jean. "We're very lucky because we both had the 
same likes and dislikes," adds Les. "And both had 
the same golf handicap!" says Jean. 

Jean has since bought a flat near her daughters 
in Scotland, "and now we spend about half 
our time between the two places, but we still 
have our separate homes. We don't actually 
live together officially, but we're very officially a 
couple." 

And might wedding bells ring soon? "We've 
obviously discussed getting married, but neither 
of us are religious, so we don't feel the need to," 
says Jean. "I keep saying to Jean 'Will you marry 
me?', and she keeps saying 'No'. But I'm only 
joking when I say it," twinkles Les. 

So in spite of the sadness of both losing their 
spouses to cancer, for Les and Jean, the ending 
is a happy one. They were planning on spending 
Valentine's Day having lunch in a Cambridge 
bistro, followed by a trip to the Arts Theatre. On 
'ordinary' days, you'll probably find them either 
playing golf or birdwatching, another hobby they 
both, by coincidence, absolutely love. 

"There are so many coincidences and, as I said 
before, I feel as though fate brought us together," 
says Jean. 

"I think when you meet someone and you're 
both enjoying life, it makes old age a lot easier," 
she adds. "You try new things that you wouldn't 
have done, and you're just adaptable to see what 
happens. We can lie in bed until 11, or get up 
at the crack of dawn and go somewhere. . . " 
"We're more likely to lie in bed," chips in Les. 

Jean laughs. "We're just so happy, aren't 
we Les? We have a lovely time. Every day is a 
holiday."

YOU can't help but want to be mates 
with Josie Long. 

On stage the comedian fizzes with 
enthusiasm, her whispery voice sparky 
and bright, whether she's spouting 
off on politics or, more recently, her 
personal life. 

On the phone she's just as open, 
witty and down to earth, and 
apologises for forgetting I was calling 
with an audible grin. "I just have to 
turn the telly off, sorry to be an idiot, 
it's just the past few days I've done 
loads of interviews and then I was like 
cool I've finished at 2.30pm woo!" 

The London born 32-year-old has 
been performing comedy since she 
was 15 - taking a brief hiatus to study 
English at Oxford University, as you do 
- but until recently has been known for 
the political bent of her shows. 

Cara Josephine, coming to 
Cambridge Junction, is something of a 
departure, taking Josie's baby niece as 
inspiration for the title and much of the 
content - there's a wonderfully heart¬ 
warming but faintly gruesome skit on 
how Long loves her niece so much she 
wants to just squish her and eat her. 

However, it all starts, she explains, 
with getting her heart broken in the 
summer of 2013. "It's about looking 
at relationships and how I am in 
relationships and trying to move on 
from it, but it's just also very silly and 
a show about love and my family and

lots of personal things." 

She admits it was a challenge 
turning moments of her private life into 
joke worthy material, particularly in 
comparison to directing her audience's 
laugh at politics. "When I write political 
stuff, even though it was a personal 
political journey, I felt quite strong 
and categorical about things so I could 
really easily be like: 'This decision by 
these politicians was wrong, they're 
idiots!'" she explains. "Whereas this 
show is so much more nuanced like, 
what am I trying to say and why?" 

"It makes me feel really vulnerable in 
a way that I've never really felt before 
on stage," Long muses. "You worry 
about what's a level of appropriate 
sharing and I just don't really know. 
Even when you're not doing really 
personal stuff, people think they know 
you from having seen you on stage, 
so when you have genuinely shared 
- the show is quite open and honest, 

I really do talk about things that have 
happened - it's funny because you 
think oh gosh, people really do know 
what's going on with me and I don't 
know them. 

“But at the same time the rewards 
of it are amazing because it means that

if people have been through a similar 
thing they really get it, you know? I 
really like performing it because it feels 
quite genuine and nice." 

She says with a laugh: "I promise 
you, it's still a really silly comedy 
show." 

Talking of oversharing, is there 
anything she wouldn't talk about on 
stage? 

"I don't know. I like to think I'd be 
able to say anything." 

Despite her more exposing anecdotes 
(some of which will make you curl up 
in sympathy), Long doesn't struggle 
too much with nervousness. "Now I 
honestly think I've been performing 
so long my adrenal gland is f***** and 
doesn't produce adrenaline properly, so 
I'm a lot more chilled out now. I do get 
nervous but it manifests itself in weird 
ways like sometimes I'm yawning loads 
before a gig or my energy's gone or I 
get really stressed out and grumpy and 
then I'm on stage and I'm like, 'oh, I 
was nervous!"' 

It's impossible to imagine her being 
remotely grumpy though. Permanently 
animated, words spilling merrily from 
her mouth, Long is forever being 
described as an 'eternal optimist' and 
is more than happy to admit that's an 
accurate assessment. 

"I think it is," she says without the 
resigned sigh I'd expected. "I think 
even when I go through periods of 



feeling down, you just sort of are what 
you are, and I just can't help but be 
sunny side." 

Josie's been nominated for the 
Edinburgh Comedy Award three 
times (just give it to the girl already), 
worked with Robin Ince, Charlie 
Brooker, Andrew Collins and Jon 
Richardson, and appeared on all the 
panel shows (don't make me list them). 
It's no wonder she's frequently dubbed 
'London's Lena Dunham'. 

"I actually feel quite awkward 
about it," she says, squirming slightly 
at the label. "I wish I was anywhere 
near as phenomenal or intelligent as 
that woman. I think she's absolutely 
wonderful, I just feel awkward because 


I'm loads older than her and done 
nothing like what she's done, but at the 
same time it's quite flattering, but she's 
definitely losing out in the comparison 
stakes." 

I ask Josie one final question, one 
she finds trickiest to answer. Without 
comedy, what would she do? 

"God knows, maybe I'd be a hermit 
and live in the middle of nowhere? I 
honestly don't what I'd do without 
comedy in my life, I feel like I physically 
rely on it. Apart from that, maybe . . . 
nah, there's nothing!"

Indie-rockers release record ahead of gig 


LITTLE Comets are no strangers to Cambridge 
Junction, but apparently mainstream radio 
stations haven’t decided they’re playlist ready 
yet, despite having gigged relentlessly since 
2009. 

The indie-rockers are originally from 
Jarrow and Washington, Tyne and Wear and, 
in preparation for this latest jaunt round the 
country, have just released their third record, 
Hope Is Just A State of Mind.

Already being regarded as a move towards

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Potatoes' 

pesky pests 


POTATO will now have their windowsills awash 
with trays, on which seed potatoes are being 
'chitted', encouraging the sprouts to appear 
before planting begins in earnest. 

While many of us have visions of digging up 
delicious spuds and cooking 
them immediately the 
soil's been wiped off them, 
sometimes in reality we have 
to tackle a fair few pests and 
diseases which can leave our 
potatoes mottled, mouldy or 
full of holes. 

Potato blight is one of the 
most deadly diseases which 
can destroy your plants 
overnight. It's caused by 
a Phytophthora fungus, P. 
infestans, which turns the 
stems brown and the leaves 
yellow, causing the plant to collapse. It is always 
fatal although you may save later crops by 
removing top growth as soon as the blight is 
spotted. 

Blight generally starts from June onwards 
especially in warm, wet spells. The first signs 
are brown patches on the leaves. If you have 
neighbouring tomatoes, they're also likely to be 


infected. There is no treatment once the disease 
has taken hold. 

To minimise the risk, follow a three or four- 
year crop rotation, never growing potatoes on 
the same piece of land more than once every 
four years, and earth up the 
plants regularly and deeply to 
protect the tubers. 

Use copper-based fungicides 
during warm, damp spells 
as a preventative measure. 
Alternatively, grow early 
potatoes which can usually be 
lifted before blight strikes, or 
grow resistant cultivars such as 
'Sarpo'. 

Three of the most common 
threats to potatoes are pests 
- potato cyst eelworm, slugs 
and wireworm. Eelworms 
are minute worm-like creatures which attack 
the roots, causing plants to wilt and present 
reddish-brown cysts on the roots. The lower 
leaves wither away while upper leaves are pale 
green and wilt during the day. You'll need to 
destroy all traces of the affected crop and avoid 
growing potatoes in that spot for around eight 
years.

Slugs and snails can be a major problem on 
heavy, wet soil. Attacks begin in August. Early 
lifting of maincrops may help reduce damage 
and slug pellets may help a little, although some 
slugs live permanently underground. Collect 
slugs and snails after rain or in the evening on 
damp nights and dispose of them. 

Wireworm is also a serious pest, especially 
in wet summers as tubers can become riddled 
with narrow tunnels made by the 3cm (1 in) 
orange shiny larvae. There is no treatment or 
prevention, as no insecticide for use below 
ground is available. 

Other problems which may affect your crops 
include scab, a fungal disease in which scabs - 
flat areas of rough skin pitted with shallow splits 
- appear. It is worse in light and limy soils but is 
only skin deep so won't affect your potatoes if 
you peel them. 

The best way to deter it is to incorporate 
plenty of organic matter when planting potatoes 
but don't lime your soil. Make sure you water 


potatoes during dry weather and try resistant 
types such as 'Nadine' and 'Wilja'. 

While there's no treatment for some pests and 
diseases, there are things you can do to stop 
other problems. If aphids invade your plants, 
spray them with insecticidal soap. If there's a 
risk of a severe frost, cover the shoots of earlies 
with newspaper to prevent damage to plants. 

If your leaves start to go brown between 
the veins, it's likely they are suffering from a 
magnesium deficiency, so apply a trace element 
spray. Alternatively, as a preventative measure, 
feed the plants with fertiliser which contains 
magnesium as well as nitrogen, phosphates and 
potash during the growing season. 

To boost your chances of success, always 
buy certified seed potatoes, work in plenty of 
organic matter on dry soil to retain moisture 
and help prevent scab and try the wide range 
of 'resistant' varieties on the market. Then 
hopefully when you harvest your crops you'll 
find the spuds you like.

down. 

While glowing car paint is al¬ 
ready available, as are glow-in- 
the-dark car wraps, the bespoke, 
ultraviolet-energised paint cre¬ 
ated especially for Nissan is 
unique thanks to its secret for¬ 
mula made up of entirely organic 
materials. It contains a very rare 
natural earth product called 
strontium aluminate, which is 
solid, odourless and chemically 
and biologically inert. 

Various third-party compa¬ 
nies have applied non-organic

glow-in-the-dark paint to ve¬ 
hicles before but Nissan is the 
first car maker to directly apply 
such technology. Nissan’s unique 
paint, if made commercially 
available, would last for 25 years. 

With running costs of just two 
pence or less per mile to run, 
the UK’s 7,500-plus Nissan Leaf 
owners have reported significant 
savings and are using the money 
they save on a wide variety of 
items; among the more popu¬ 


lar of these are solar panels for 
the home, which decreases the 
household carbon footprint and 
means owners are also effective¬ 
ly charging their vehicle for free.

“Overall, we are prob¬ 
ably using 25 per cent less elec¬ 
tricity thanks to our solar panels 
and it’s a fantastic experience to 
be able to drive the Leaf using 
electricity that’s been produced 
completely for free.”

Wilkinson wants more after taking silver

CALLUM Wilkinson says he has high 
hopes for the rest of the season af¬ 
ter taking 3km walking silver home 
from the Sainsbury’s British Indoor 
Championships in Sheffield. 

The 17-year-old, from Newmarket, 
produced a personal-best time of 12min 
24.38sec to see off the challenge of Guy 
Thomas, who had to settle for bronze 
and was more than half a minute behind. 

However, Wilkinson could not keep up 
with Tom Bosworth who took the national 
title by almost a minute - clocking 11.30.35 
as he crossed the line first. 

But Wilkinson was undeterred with 
his silver medal and insists he was 
delighted to get his season off to such a 
positive start. 

“It was a personal best but I was 
hoping to go quicker. I was hoping for 
the junior British record but I got two 
cards early on,” said Wilkinson, who 
was speaking at the event in Sheffield, 
which sees Sainsbury’s act as the Major 
Event Series partner of British Athletics. 

“I didn’t feel too bad early on but 
once you get those two cards early on 
in a Championship race you’ve got to 
be careful so you just have to lay off and 
keep back. 

“I had a really good race last week, I 
set a mile British junior record so I knew 
I could sit up there. When you want to 
set a British record you have to have 
everything go your way and after those 
cards I just got a bit fatigued. 

“It was a strong field and it could 
mean big things for British race 


walking. I’m hoping to qualify for the 
European Race Walking World Cup and 
the European juniors this year.”
